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Councilman makes impassioned 


plea on justice court proposal 


(The following is the text of 
a statement on which Council- 
man Ronald Rossitter based his 
talk before the Board of Su. 
pervisors asking their consi- 
deration on the proposed jus- 
tice court merger plan, We fee) 
it is worthy of reprinting in 
its entirity because it so ably 
expresses the thoughts of most 
Upland residents .-Ed.) 


Sitting on the Council of the 
City of Upland, I appreciate the 
courtesy of this opportunity to 
discuss with you, Mr. Mikesell, 
and your colleagues on the 
Board of Supervisors, some of 
the problems of consequence 
relative to this matter of the 
proposed reorganization of the 
justice courts. 


I do not wish to speak from 
any narrow, chavinistic atti- 
tude or to stand only at the Pa- 
rish Pump. I would like to talk 
a little about the philosophy 
which governs our thinking in 
these matters. It is this phi- 
losophy which I would like tae 
ken into consideration when de. 
cisions of such importance are 
being made. 

You, Mr. Chairman, made 
the statement that this hearing 
was a very serious business, in 
this our city council concurs, 
It is because it is so serious 
that I have come here today to 
plead our cause. 

Those of us who are charged 
by the people with the respon- 
sibility of making serious deo 
cisions should not -- I do not, 
I hope «- take the matter light- 
ly or argue without having con- 
sidered all the relevant facts 
and the points of view of others. 
We try to become well-informed 
and act responsibly. We also 
should consider, and this is tere 
ribly important, not only the 
immediate effect of our actions 
--but the consequences to gen. 
erations yet to come. 

I will, no doubt, be accused 
by some of being emotional in 
this matter, but this is not so. 
Just because we talk for a Moe 
ment in terms of philosophy and 
ideas, we should not be accused 
of being demagogues. 

Now, I have noted with great 
interest, at this hearing, that 
those who have argued that the 
justice courts be abolished and 
Municipal Courts consolidated 
into one County Districtare, 
in the vast majority, lawyers. 
It is right and proper I think 
we all agree that special 
interest groups should be 
heard. I am firmly of the 
opinion that unions and associe 
ations have a real and valuable 
place in our scheme of things. 
However, we should never lose 
sight of the fact that they have a 
very special interest. This has 
been made abundantly clear at 
this hearing. The re-organizae 
tion of the courts would suit the 
lawyers well. Also the jailers 
and bureaucrats. 

May I say in passing that it 
comes ill for those who talk so 
blithely of the quality of juse 
tice to condone the wretched 
practice of appointing judges as 
an act of political patronage. 

Still, let me in the very few 
moments at my disposal, try to 
paint with a very broad brush 
not only a few of the problems 
but some of the implications of 
the decision you are asked to 
make, 

We are all, I suppose, trying 
to build cities. We are, I hope, 
also concerned with the quality 
of urban life now we have bee 
come an urbanized society. The 
city we try to build is notsuree 
ly just to be a motley collection 
of houses, shops, streets, more 
or less planned, new subdivie 
sions and abandoned downtown 
areas, 

I think, as I am sure you 
must, that the city we build is 
and must be considered as a vie 
able whole. It must be in truth 
the community. It must offer to 
the people who build it, work in 
it and dwell in it, an environs 
ment in which they and their 
children can have a full and 
happy life in which to grow and 
mature, 

I have heard Mr. Ayala and 
Mr. Mikesell subscribe to this 
kind of philosophy at many a 
meeting. But it is, I would sub- 
mit, of little use paying lip sere 
vice to the idea and then by the 
board’s actions ensuring the 
piece-by-piece destruction of 
the viability of a growing come 
munity. 

We have, I am pleasedtosay, 
received the help of this board 
who are joining with us in the 
construction of a new city lie 
brary in Upland, a sensible 
plan of sound co-operation. 

But what in Heaven’s name 
is the sense of helping on the 
one hand and taking with the 
other « robbing Peter to pay 
Paul - a very ancient prace 
tice? 

A city should have a center, 
administrative offices, library, 
police station, theater, fire stie 
tion, fine art gallery, parks, 
good shopping centers and, if it 
is large enough, its own court 
and judicia) district. 


These are not just matters 
of technical convenience to 
judge and attorney, police or 
any group - however much cone 
cerned, It is the very breath of 
life to a city. If we do not bee 
Meve that a city is more than 4 
geographical division and postal 
address, why think in terms of 
cities at all, as some would have 


US not’ 

I would submit that we must 
regard the planner and the bu- 
Treaucrat with grave suspicion. 
He will, becauSe it is his job, 
as it is that of the special in- 
terest groups, tend to be tech. 
nically efficient, but, alas, my- 
opic. 

They can, and do, bring great 
pressure to bear, They can cone 
vince many, including them. 
Selves, that centralization, re- 
organization and unification are 
the only ways to achieve effici- 
ency in their particular and 
special field. 

But I venture to predict that 
in the years that lie ahead those 
very words - unification, con- 
Solidation, centralization - will 
ring like a dirge through a drab 
Society pressured into a con- 
forming mold. 

We in Upland are fully aware 
that a city has to pay its way; 
to be large and wise enough to 
run its business efficiently at 
a reasonable cost to its cite 
zens. We have to have a viable 
community in the fullest sense. 

But, gentlemen, we are talk- 
ing about a city that in a few 
years may well be 90,000 souls 
- no mean city. It is for this 
kind and size of city, a quality 
city developed in the fullestand 
best sense, that we wish to see 
have its own judicial district. 

Those who say we talk and 
think in terms of internecine

squabbles and rivalry between 
Upland and Ontario are so 
wrong = and so very vocal! We 
are talking and thinking about 
the basic pattern of a people’s 
life. What does it take for a 
community to live and grow and 
prosper and be a good place to 
live and work in?” — 

Now it may be argued that the 
local courts, falling as they do 
outside the pruview and authori- 
ty of the city and its elected 
council, should not be a matter 
of concern to the latter when 
there is drastic revision con- 
templated by outside authority. 
Not so. It is of the greatest 
interest and import to all who 
live in the city and can see 
the shape of things to come. 

I regret so very much that 
we even allowed our city jail 
to be closed and incorporated 
into the county jail in Ontario. 
We only did this as a temporary 
measure because the council 
meetings were disturbed by 
those who had drunk not wisely 
but too well, disturbing our de- 
liberations by banging on the 
jail wall. 

However, this temporary 
move has not been used as an 
argument for the inevitability of 
centralization of all court -and 
police - services. 

Perhaps they soon, having di- 
gested this court consolidation, 
will then proceed to the consoli- 
dation of the police in all the 
towns and districts. It would be 
logical, The writing is on the 
wall for all to read who will. 

Where does this policy lead 
us? It would seem eventually 
and inexorably to one great Me- 
galopolis, to one in which peo- 
ple would and do grow up ali- 
enated and rootless, They live 
somewhere but not anywhere. 
When we talk in terms of cost 
of money, let us also think of 
the human cost. If I did not 
think that a town should be 
unique, special to its people, 
viable but unique, then I would 
not be interested in the presere 
vation and development of local 
government in this day and age 
of rapidly advancing technology. 

I would, therefore, submit 
for your careful consideration 
that to build on 6th and Moun. 
tain a gigantic bureaucratic edi- 
fice, a giant Pooh-Bah conglo- 
meration of offices and servie 
ces, because it is central, is 2 
bad move and will have disas- 
trous and farereaching consee 
quences in terms of human hape 
piness in this area, 

If we really do believe, and 
perhaps some of us do not, that 
the town is the extension of the 
home, that keeping the court 
close to the people so that they 
can see it in action and partici- 
pate and belong, then let us use 
all our influence and intelli- 
gence to do just that, Let us 
start from that premise anc 
still build economically and 
beautifully, but in building not 
destroy. Let this board and the 
city council work together to 
build a judicial system that 
will allow a city of 90,000 to 
have its own life and not just 
be part of an impersonal, gi- 
gantic judicial processing ma- 





chine with which they have a 
reluctant and intermittent cone 
tact. 

Now I believe that as 1984 
approaches. sow only 17 years 
away, if ever we have a Big 
Brother in this land he will not 
be a vicious power-hungry dice 
tator buta well-meaning relent- 
less bureaucrat, hell-bent on 
obtaining efficiency atall costs. 

With all the power and ope 
portunity our mode ra i »chnol>. 
gy offers he will be difficult to 
resist axl ‘wai, 

All that stands between the 
people and overcentralization 
are the city councils and boards 
of supervisors. Beyond that the 
contac! is too remote, and the 
day I fear lost. 

Let me at the risk of repe- 
tition say again that we at the 
humble level of the city coune 
ceil, and you higher up the lad- 
der, must work together to see 
that our town and county and 
society does not become a vice 
tim of its own technology. 

I therefore ask again that 
before you make anirrevocable 
decision on this matter you think 
well of the consequences to our 
town and others like it, Allow 
us to retain our own justice 
court that has served us so 
well, Allow us as we near the 
40,000 population mark to have 
our own judicial district and 
encourage and help us to dee 
velop as a whole town, not a 
truncated, emasculated parody 
of a place with a ZJ.P, code. 

Mr. Mikesell and Mr, Ayala 
and other members of the board 
have all, I’m sure, fought on 
this ground in some way or ane 
other in their home town. Can 
we not continue to develop the 
society we want rather than 
that imposed on us by the spee 
cialist, the bureaucrat, the 
planner and his ilk? 


I heard toagay so much from 
the attorneys how important it 
is for them to have their offle 
ces near the courts, etc. We 
heard much of the technicalas- 
pects of the administration of 
the Courts - of law but not 
much of JUSTICE. Perhaps it 
is wise for us to remember 
that justice should not only be 
done but also appear to be done. 
It is, I hope, not just efficient 
legal processing. 

In closing, let me just say I 
do so wish more people could be 
interested in their community, 
not just a passing interest, a 
long-term tenacity of purpose « 
the past, the present and the 
future, 

I sometimes feel we treat our 
lovely land like a nomadic tribe. 


We use it, rob if of its fertility, © 


and having used it for but a lite 
tle time then abandon it and 
move on to repeat the process 
on some other virgin spot.

tions, theaters - the whole weft 
and warp of the economic and 
cultural and social life of a 
people LIVING together, not 
just being in the same general 
area, 

It is, therefore, bearing this 
problem very much in mind, 
that I ask you today to help 
our city in a way that is really 
terribly important, I ask you to 
find for the city. The technici- 
ans and experts are for centrali 
zation. We ask you to look to 
the years ahead and help to 
build the self-renewing, dyname 
ic quality city and all it can 
mean to a modern America. 


The easy simple road to unifies | 


eation and centralization is 
made to look so attractive, but 
it can and will lead to disase 
trous long-term consequences 
to our city and its people and 
the future is therefore fraught 
with danger.
